Abs hlmaelf, bad been the contact taao who had signed up Blesslagg 
during the war, to undertake to assume the direc t ion of the new Gezioan central 
tMpv-iTig organization vblch voa to have supplanted the Belchabank staff lit the 
June 19 ^ plot against Eltler had been auecesaful. Kr. AUs said he bad talVad 
to Blessing before the abortive plot action and had secured his egreeaent In 
advance, 

Mr. Aba said that It vns very regrettable that Br. Voeke and Br. Bernhard 
bad had to read of the ap^intetents of Blesolag and Xroeger and of their own 
release front duties In the asvspopeis without any linaedlate advanced notice. 

Mr. Ahs said that "lout week"? preauioably the week of July htb^ there bad been 
BO !3uch activities end so nans’ declilons oade in Bonn that he sasuned the over- 
sight to be due to this cause Ee said further that It was *£rhsrd ’s responsi- 
bility” to have iBfoztosd Vocke and Benhord, but be had failed to do so, (loesl 
rumor is that the acdssiou cf appropriate notification was the deliberate handi- 
work of the Chancellor.) 

-On the future of the IMnder Sank^. Mr. Abs eonfibnsed that all the oajor 
central banking control functions would be transf e rr e d to the new Bmdagbank 
but that the Iflnder Banken vouldg he ttouglitg be kept as an ori^ml^Uloa Tsaln- 
talned under the~ sace naae> because of certain technical consideratlona in tha 
law. He did not elaborate on this point. 

On the subject of the Saarlsiidg Mr, Abs expressed the opinion that the 
modernising of the Saar industrial plant was not aa large a psoblen as It was 
thought to be, & said that only the BBehling plant was definitely In the 
antiqtiated category, Furthenore be stated that arrangements had already bean 
made for a credit for iisport of capital equlpoentg to be handled by thaufiaskfhrt 
banks to be extended in the Saar luctderatood to Include HCScbllng}> afterspar— ^ 
mission was received from the Joint Gexman-Fiwnch ”de-UberallKatloQ" la^oirt 
*tudy coondtfcee,
